The Me rry -Go-Round

WASHINGTON—In the office 
of Federal Trade Commissioner 
March is a sign which reads: 
"WE ARE FIGHTING 
HIT­ 
LER, NOT EACH OTHER." 
That adv ice would b e m o s t 
b eneficial, if heeded, in certain 
high offices v ital to the war ef 
Tort. 
Before Pearl Harb or, the Am­ 
erican pub lic was sickened b y the 
jurisdictional fights b etween lab or 
unions; the sight of v ital defense 
projects stymied while a CIO 
union fought an AFL union ov er 
who should collect dues. 
Since Pearl Harb or b ehind the 
scenes in Washington, 
jurisdic­ 
tional fights, just as b ad as those 
b etween riv al lab or unions, con­ 
tinue. 
And, as in the case of 
racketeering lab or czars, prestige 
or personal v anity is often the 
sole issue b etween riv al b ureau­ 
crats. 
For instance, Army and Nav y 
Intelligence

trick. Garments so treated will 
retain their safety until washed.'

Hope for the American motorist 
i s 
f o u n d 
in 
the ambitiou s synthetic ru bber program which 
is being dev eloped by the oil indu stry. 
W. S. S. Rodgers, president of the Texas com­ 
pany, says that the au tomobile is so interwov en 
with ou r national economy that its necessary 
civ ilian u se shou ld and m u st be continu ed. The 
gov ernment’s cu rrent synthetic ru bber plans call 
for the creation of a su pply which will be almost 
entirely absorbed by m ilitary needs. Therefore, 
the oil indu stry has appointed a committee to 
"make recommendations for increasing the an­ 
nou nced programs so as to inclu de some ru bber 
for what we consider essential civ ilian u se.” Com- ’ 
menting on this, Rodgers said, ‘I hav e a great 
deal of confidence in American ingenu it>, and 1 
wou ld not be su rprised if we shou ld soon find 
some satisfactory solu tion to this rather difficu lt 
problem.” 
According to leaders in the petroleu m indu stry, 
great progress is being made in increasing the 
wearing ability of synthetic ru bber for tires. I 
W. S. Farish, president 
of the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey, recently declared that 
ru bber su bstitu tes dev eloped as late as 1940 wou ld 
deliv er only 200 miles of serv ice. New synthetic 
ru bber may deliv er 10,000 miles at speeds of not 
ov er 35 miles per hou r. And, Farish pointed ou t, 
a single day's ou tpu t of steel wou ld enable the 
oil indu stry to bu ild all the equ ipment needed to 
keep the necessary civ ilian cars rolling. 
It no dou bt will be a long time before there j 
is any considerable su pply of synthetic ru bber. 
In the meantime, it is reassu ring to know that 
indu stry is doing ev erything possible to make a 
su pply of synthetic ru bber av ailable. 


NEW DEAL PUBLICITY 
Adv ertising is the only mediu m throu gh which 
the m anu factu rer of any sort of produ ct can 
reach the bu ying pu blic. There is no one produ ct 
of either the shop or the soil which constantly 
adv ertises itself before all of the people, bu t 
there is one agency which is so adv ertised and 
that is gov ernment. There is not a daily news­ 
paper in the United States and hardly a weekly 
which does not dev ote colu mns of space in ev ery 
j 
edition to the doings of local, state and national 
gov ernment. When we speak of space we arc 
speaking of straight u nbiased news reports of 
what is going on within the offices su pported by ! 
taxation. 
Gov ernment is the one thing that does not 
need more adv ertising than it is getting in the 
press and on the radio, yet the New Deal gov ­ 
ernment, du ring the 
fiscal 
year 
ending last 
Ju ne 30, spent $27,770,000 to promote itself. Mu ch 
of this money was pu t into bu lky press m aterial 
which no editor wants, has not time to read and 
insu fficient space to print it ev en if he desired. 
It is the most foolish of all New Deal expendi­ 
tu res. Adv ertised v irtu ally ev ery hou r of the 
day and night throu gh regu lar channels of in­ 
formation, gov ernment no more needs a pu blicity 
departm ent than Admiral Byrd needed an electric 
fan in the Antarctic. Partisan slants are handled j 
by party organs. Tax money shou ld not be u sed 
for this pu rpose nor for one sided interpretation 
to su it those who make gov ernment news. Gov - I 
ernm ent of integrity and honesty and loyalty to j 
personal and party pledges needs no adv ertising, 
for the v irtu es of gov ernment, like its fau lts, do 
not pass by u nnoticed. The cou ntry has ev ery , 
reason to believ e that a gov ernment th at spends 
almost 28 million dollars in one year to pu blicize 
itself is a gov ernment which realizes that it can- j 
not stand on its own merits as tru thfu lly reflected 
by u nbiased news. 
To spend this $27,770,000, the New Deal em­ 
ployed du ring the last fiscal year 2,8 9 5 fu ll-time 
pu blicity workers and u sed the serv ices of more j. 
than 31,000 part-tim e ones. There are not a dozen 
large priv ate enterprises in the cou ntry employing 
combined, su ch a tremendou s force for adv ertising 
pu rposes.

JES US AS A THINKER AND A PHILOS OPHER 


I hav e ju st been reading a new book on the 
su bject of the world v iew of Jesu s or an inter­ 
pretation of Jesu s as a thinker and a philosopher. 
The book was written by Elm er Mou ld, professor 
of biblical history and literatu re of Elmira Col­ 
lege. It is certainly a modern, rational interpre­ 
tation of the way? Jesu s looked at the world of 
his time. 
Of cou rse, the au thor discu ssed the conflicting 
opinions among many people as to w hether Jesu s | 
was simply a philosopher and a teacher of ethics1 
or w hether he was an eschatologist; that is, j 
whether his main pu rpose was to foretell final 
things, su ch as death, resu rrection, immortality, 
the end of the age, the second adv ent of Christ, 
ju dgment and fu tu re state. The au thor says, “His 
ethics is the. basal thing in the world-v iew and 
his world-v iew did inclu de eschatology.” 
He qu otes C. W. Votaw of the Univ ersity of 
Chicago, as saying that “Jesu s was the most 
eminent teacher ot wisdom in the first centu ry. 
That was his occu pation.” 
The au thor says, “the most certain fact we 
know abou t Jesu s is that He was a teacher.” 
In another place, he says, “Jesu s is concerned 
not with w hat man does bu t with what man giv es 
God a chance to do throu gh m an’s right religiou s 
attitu de. This is basic to his exhortations to 
repentance and moral endeav or.” 
Th e Ten th Co mma n d a n t 
The au thor believ es the Tenth Commandment 
on cov etou sness is the climax of Jesu s’ teaching. 
He says, “It is the most searching of all; the 
others can be watched as they are broken, bu t 
not the tenth. This principle of inwardness is of 
endu ring v alu e. Certainly it is of central signifi­ 
cance in the present-day philosophy of v alu es. 
Valu es are of two sorts, instru m ental and in­ 
trinsic, i. e., m aterial and spiritu al. Jesu s su b­ 
ordinated the m aterial to the intrinsic. The term 
spiritu al is not easy of definition. It is u sed as a 
general term to cov er all ideal v alu es, intellect­ 
u al, aesthetic, ethical, social, and religiou s. All 
of these v alu es cou nted with Jesu s, certainly, bu t) 
his specific concern was with ethical and religiou s 
v alu es. Praiseworthy m oral character is itself 
one of the most im portant elements in spiritu ality. 
The spiritu al v alu es which Jesu s stressed are of 
significance for present-day religiou s thou ght. He 
exalted pu rity of heart, sincerity, hu mility, for­ 
giv eness, lov e toward enemies, self-sacrifice and 
generou s serv ice on behalf of others, especially 
the needy, and abov e all u nw'orried tru st in God.” 
The book as a whole is a v ery intelligent, 
rational interpretation of the v iew that Jesu s 
had of the world at that time.

Ha rsh Trea tment 
Browder’s followers represented 
that becau se he was a Commu nist 
he receiv ed harsh treatm ent at 
the hands of the Federal cou rt. 
He was sentenced to fou r years 
and a fine of $2000 for swearing 
falsely in an application for an 
American passport which he u sed 
to trav el aboard in the interests 
of a foreign power which was, u n­ 
til JUne 22, last year, a silent 
partner of Adolph Hitler in the 
war. 
The contention that Browder 
was pu nished, in part, for his poli­ 
tics, 
receiv ed acknowledgement 
from a nu mber of genu ine Ameri­ 
cans as distingu ished from Com­ 
mu nist enemies of the American 
state, in its present form, who 
enjoy American citizenship. 
The 
sev erity of the sentence was cited 
in su pport of this contention and 
Wendell Willkie was one of those 
who leaned toward this belief. 
Alla y Feeling 
Bu t it is no more dangerou s 
to all liberty u nder law to pu nish 
a man for his political principles 
u nder a pretext of law that it is 
to liberate a criminal ou t of con­ 
sideration for his politics in re­ 
sponse to liberate a criminal ou t 
of consideration for his politics in 
response to the clamor of an or­ 
ganized following, howev er large 
or small. 
It mu st be noted that 
the White Hou se statem ent con­ 
cerning Browder’s commu tation 
did not admit th at he was sen­ 
tenced for his politics.

the commu tation wou ld “hav e a 
tendency to allay 
any 
feeling 
which may exist in some minds” 
that this was the case. 
Bu t the 
observ ation that his release wou ld 
hav e “a tendency to promote na­ 
tional u nity” does admit that his 
political v iews and political pow­ 


er were prem itted to intimidate 
American ju stice.

Under this principle any pu b­ 
lic enemy serv ing a thorou ghly 
ju st and well deserv ed term might 
be released in response to a de­ 
mand by an organized following. 
As a case in point, George Browne, 
late president of one of the largest 
AFL u nions and late member of 
William Green’s cabinet, might 
be tu rned ou t of prison in re­ 
sponse to a demand by his former 
colleagu es in that high body who 
hav e nev er had the cou rage or 
civ ic decency to repu diate this no­ 
toriou s u nderworld thief and be­ 
trayer of labor. 
Instead of re­ 
pu diating him, Green and the rest 
of the AFL cabinet merely failed 
to reelect him and delayed ev en 
that negativ e action u ntil long af­ 
ter his criminal character and 
condu ct were notoriou s and he 
was on the point of conv iction in 
cou rt. 
Green and 
his 
cabinet 
might demand Browne’s release 
ostensibly ih the name of 5,000,000 
members. 
Browne’s propaganda 
claimed a following of only 3,- 
000,000. 
By an interesting incident of tel­ 
egraphic transmission the Com­ 
mu nists hav e been trapped into 
a rather nasty attack on Mr. Will­ 
kie whom they had qu oted in su p­ 
port of their propaganda cam­ 
paign for Browder's release.

000,000 barrels had to be taken ou t 
of stocks. 
Abou t 9 6 percent of all this At- 
lantic-area 
oil was 
shipped by 
tanker last year. In the first q u ar­ 
ter, howev er, only 61 percent of 
consu mption came in by boat. 
Land shipments now are ru n­ 
ning abou t 700,000 barrels a day. 
Ou r rou ndly estimated 150 tank­ 
ers are capable of deliv ering abou t 
750,000 barrels a day. So if the 
situ ation was left as it is, su p­ 
plies wou ld be more than enou gh 
j to meet estimated second q u arter 
consu mption of 1,18 1,300 barrels 
a day. 
Howev er, shift of a large nu m­ 
ber of tankers on this ru n to 
other more important war du ties 
has been ju dged imperativ e by 
war au thorities. Also there hav e 
been some losses. That is where 
the deficiency comes in. That is 
what makes rationing necessary. 
By rev ersing those pipelines in 
Pennsylv ania and expanding in­ 
land barge mov ement, we can get 
1,000,000 barrels of oil a day to 
the eastern area by the fou rth 
q u arter of this year. This wou ld 
fall short of expected consu mp­ 
tion by only 200,000 barrels a day, 
if the present rationing system is 
continu ed. 
The deficiency cou ld be fu rther 
redu ced by constru ction of that 
new pipeline Ickes has always 
been talking abou t.
